New  Road  to  Hampden-Sydney 

THE  old  road  with  sharp  curves,  some  almost  at  right 
angles,  winding  along  ridges  from  Farmville  to 
Hampden-Sydney  is  no  more.  There  has  just  been  com- 
pleted a  new  oiled  macadam  road  on  an  excellent  grade  be- 
tween Farmville  and  Kingsville,  the 
depth  of  the  macadam  being  seven 
and  one-half  inches  in  the  center  and 
gradually  increasing  to  a  depth  of 
12^2  inches  on  the  sides.  This 
pavement  is  22  feet  in  width. 

The  curves  in  the  old  road  have 
been  eliminated,  and  those  which 
exist  in  the  new  road  are  long, 
sweeping  ones  with  so  slight  a 
curvature  as  to  make  it  unneces- 
sary to  reduce  one's  speed.  This 
road  is  on  an  almost  entirely  new 
location,  crossing  the  old  road  at 
several  points,  and  making  use  of 
the  old  roadbed  for  barely  half 
a  mile.  Of  course,  the  old  road  at 
these  points  has  been  rebuilt  and 
is  entirely  new  construction.  In 
distance  but  four-tenths  of  a  mile 
have  been  eliminated  between 
Kingsville  and  Farmville,  but  the 
time  of  a  trip  to  Farmville  has 
been  reduced  by  two  to  three 
minutes.  This  road  is  a  section  of 
Route  15  going  south  to  Danville. 

Moreover,  while  the  road  from 
Kingsville  on  to  Hampden-Sydney, 
a  distance  of  a  mile  and  a  half, 
has  not  been  rebuilt,  the  banks  on  each  side  have  been 
smoothed  and  landscaped,  and  the  shoulders  of  the  road 
shaped  up,  making  the  approach  to  the  college  far  more 
pleasing. 

The  need  of  a  new  road  has  long  been  felt  and  Major 
H.  G.  Shirley,  chairman  of  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion, has  had  it  in  his  mind  for  a  number  of  years,  but  only 
about  a  year  ago  was  he  able  to  get  a  sufficient  allocation 
for  the  purpose. 

At  the  same  time,  the  new  cutoff  from  the  underpass 
just  this  side  of  Rice  to  a  point  near  Jetersville  on  Route 
360,  commonly  known  as  the  Amelia  Route,  has  been  com- 
pleted. This  cutoff  eliminates  the  elbow  at  Burkeville,  and 
reduces  the  distance  from  Farmville  to  Richmond  along 
Route  360  by  about  eight  miles.  By  using  this  cutoff  the 
distance  from  Farmville  to  the  heart  of  Richmond  will  be 
only  about  62  or  63  miles.  This  is  approximately  six  miles 
shorter  than  the  route  by  way  of  Cumberland  and  Pow- 
hatan. Route  360  will  now  be  the  logical  road  for  those  at 
Hampden-Sydney  who  have  occasion  to  go  to  Richmond. 
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The  Comity  Club  in  Ashes 

HUNDREDS  of  former  students  with  the  girls  of  their 
day  and  many  others  who  have  been  guests  at 
dances  held  there  during  the  past  36  years  will  learn  with 
deep  distress  of  the  total  destruction  by  fire  of  the  Comity 
Club  in  the  early  morning  hours  of 
June  3d.  The  origin  of  the  fire  is 
unknown,  but  the  flames  spread 
rapidly  and  before  the  Farmville 
Fire  Department  arrived,  the  build- 
ing was  already  falling  in. 

The  Comity  Club  was  chartered 
in  1904  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding social  and  literary  entertain- 
ment for  the  students  after  the 
Board  of  Trustees  had  forbidden 
dancing  on  college  property.  The 
literary  feature,  for  lack  of  means, 
was  never  developed.  Major 
Richard  Venable,  a  distinguished 
alumnus  and  generous  benefactor 
of  the  college,  deeded  an  eight-room 
frame  dwelling  house  to  the  cor- 
poration. This  was  the  nucleus  to 
which  a  number  of  additions  were 
made. 

Former  students  and  their  fair 
partners  will  recall  the  gay  times 
which  they  had  at  the  dances  held 
there — dances  which  for  many  years 
had  maintained  the  reputation  of 
being  among  the  most  enjoyable 
held  at  any  institution  in  the  State. 
These  dances,  of  course,  were  not 
large  affairs  compared  to  those  held  at  our  colleges  and 
universities  with  big  enrollments;  but  for  that  very 
reason,  there  was  a  spirit  of  comradeship  impossible  when 
great  numbers  participate.  Then,  too,  the  orderly  way  in 
which  these  dances  were  conducted  and  the  character  of 
those  who  took  part  put  the  Comity  Club  dances  in  a 
place  to  themselves. 

Many  will  recall  the  custom  which  obtained  when  the 
final  dance  at  commencement  ended  to  the  strains  of 
"Home,  Sweet  Home."  Then  the  boys  would  gather  at  the 
foot  of  the  steps  to  await  their  partners  descending  from 
the  dressing  room,  and  sing  with  deep  feeling  and  swelling 
chorus  "Alma  Mater"  joined  in  by  the  girls.  Many  eyes 
would  be  dim  with  tears  at  what  was  for  all  the  end  of  a 
perfect  day,  but  for  many  a  final  parting. 

The  building  was  well  insured,  but  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers is  as  yet  undecided  whether  to  rebuild.  It  is  under- 
stood that  dances  will  be  permitted  in  the  new  gymnasium 
now  under  construction.  This  would  in  large  measure 
remove  the  chief  reason  for  the  Comity  Club.  However, 
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whatever  may  be  the  final  decision  as  to  rebuilding,  many 
will  pay  tribute  to  the  important  part  played  in  the  social 
life  of  the  students  and  in  the  real  service  rendered  to  the 
College. 


Our  Own  Situation  in  Relation  to  That 
of  Europe 

THAT  the  security  of  this  nation  is  imperiled  by  the 
collapse  of  France,  and  the  imminent  danger  in  which 
the  British  Empire  finds  itself,  is  but  dimly  recognized  by 
a  great  many  of  our  people. 

It  has  been  observed  and  reiterated  by  those  who  are 
informed  that  the  British  navy  is  our  Atlantic  fleet. 
While  Great  Britain  controls  the  Atlantic  sea  lanes,  we 
are  safe  from  invasion.  For  more  than  a  century,  Eng- 
land and  the  United  States  have  been  on  the  most  friendly 
terms.  A  kinship  is  recognized  and  the  two  nations  are 
mutually  dependent  on  one  another  for  trade.  With  her 
mastery  of  the  Atlantic,  such  a  navy  as  we  have  can  re- 
main in  the  Pacific  where  it  is  essential  to  offset  the  con- 
stant Japanese  threat. 

Ever  since  the  war  broke  out  in  Europe,  now  more 
than  ten  months  ago,  but  for  the  British  control  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  our  commerce  would  have  been  in  great 
danger,  and  Germany  would  have  ruthlessly  seized  much 
needed  cargoes  bound  for  American  ports.  Practically  all 
our  rubber,  for  example,  that  now  most  essential  article, 
has  to  be  imported. 

If  Britain  is  overthrown  not  only  will  we  be  the  last 
of  the  great  democracies,  but  we  will  be  open  to  attack 
not  only  through  Germany's  obtaining  bases  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic,  but  we  will  be  in  danger  of  direct  attack. 
Those  who  consider  3,000  miles  of  ocean  as  security  are 
in  a  pitifully  pathetic  state  of  delusion.  With  powerful 
long  range  planes  with  a  cruising  radius  sufficient  to 
reach  our  own  coasts  from  the  nearest  shores  of  lands 
now  occupied  by  Germany,  such  an  attack  is  entirely 
possible.  Three  thousand  miles  of  ocean  now  is  no  greater 
a  barrier  for  us  than  was  the  English  Channel  to  Great 
Britain  100  years  ago. 

Moreover,  while  none  of  us  wish  to  see  our  soldiers 
fighting  on  foreign  fields,  it  is  a  grievous  misconception  of 
the  situation  to  insist  that  in  no  event  should  we  send 
an  expeditionary  force.  As  a  practical  proposition,  the 
farther  we  can  keep  the  battle  from  our  own  shores  the 
better.  If  it  should  promote  our  safety  to  meet  the  enemy 
on  foreign  soil,  we  should  not  hesitate;  and  to  those  of 
our  young  men  who  may  be  called  upon  to  make  the 
supreme  sacrifice,  it  would  be  a  matter  of  indifference 
whether  they  fell  fighting  on  foreign  soil  or  in  the  fields 
surrounding  their  own  homes. 

France,  as  We  Knew  It,  No  More 

THE  collapse  of  the  French  nation,  rated  as  one  of 
the  half  dozen  great  powers  of  the  world,  after 
centuries  of  achievement,  strikes  one  with  paralyzing 
effect.  An  effect  so  numbing  that  one  cannot  grasp  what 
has  taken  place.  It  is  not  a  mere  episode  or  just  an  his- 
torical event.  It  is  an  upheaval  of  colossal  proportions 
with  consequences  which  will  profoundly  affect  the 
political,    economic    and    social    structure    of    the    whole 


world.  France  which  has  given  so  much  to  the  advance- 
ment of  literature,  art,  science  and  invention,  and  which 
has  contributed  such  a  clear  concept  of  liberty,  is  no  more. 
She  lies  prostrate  under  a  cruel  and  humiliating  peace,  a 
mere  vassal  trodden  under  the  foot  of  a  ruthless  conqueror. 

Paris,  on  the  Seine,  that  great  and  beautiful  city  of  a 
thousand  years,  while  still  standing,  is  in  alien  hands,  its 
glory  departed,  and  its  gay  life  blighted.  It  will  again  be- 
come the  capital  of  what  once  was  France,  but  with  only 
such  government  as  is  acceptable  to  the  Germans. 

Overwhelmed  in  the  space  of  43  days  from  the  date 
of  the  invasion  of  Belgium  by  Hitler's  legions  geared 
to  the  highest  war  efficiency,  she  bowed  to  an  air  force 
probably  six  times  superior  numerically  to  her  own,  and 
to  armored  tanks  superior  in  almost  as  great  a  ratio. 
In  manpower  she  was  outnumbered  at  least  three  or 
four  to  one.  The  final  result  was  to  be  expected.  At  the 
same  time,  we  must  look  beyond  planes  and  tanks  for  an 
explanation  of  this  collapse. 

Great  military  incompetence  was  shown,  particularly 
in  the  early  days  of  the  invasion,  permitting  the  German 
army  to  sweep  through  the  Belgian  defenses  and  into 
France  itself.  There  must  have  been  treachery  in  certain 
places.  Apparently  for  a  number  of  years,  the  govern- 
ment was  in  the  hands  of  self-seeking  politicians  who 
seemed  to  care  little  for  the  security  of  their  country. 
The  high  efficiency  of  the  French  army  had  been  allowed 
to  deteriorate,  and  inadequate  effort  seems  to  have  been 
made  to  supply  the  army  with  the  instruments  of  war 
and  ammunition  itself. 

We  do  not  mean,  however,  to  detract  from  the  gal- 
lantry of  the  French  soldiers.  In  the  battle  of  France, 
the  line  of  which  stretched  from  Luxemburg  to  the 
Channel,  nearly  200  miles,  and  which  lasted  for  ten  days, 
these  soldiers  outnumbered,  blasted  at  by  thousands  of 
enemy  air  craft  and  tanks,  unprotected  by  fortifications, 
under  General  Weygand  held  out  for  these  ten  days  and 
lived  up  to  the  finest  traditions  of  courage  and  determina- 
tion for  which  the  French  soldier  is  celebrated.  We  may 
never  know  fully  what  was  behind  the  fall  of  this  great 
nation,  but  we  like  to  think  that  the  spirit  of  France  is 
not  and  cannot  be  crushed,  and  that,  in  the  course  of  time, 
her  glory  will  return,  and  she  will  again  be  restored  to 
her  former  high  place  in  the  family  of  nations. 


Professor  Freeman  H.  Hart  Addresses 
the  U.  D.  C. 

THE  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  May  30,  1940, 
announced  that  Professor  Hart  would  be  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  exercises  to  be  held  by  the  Stonewall 
Jackson  Chapter  of  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy at  a  meeting  in  the  old  hall  of  the  Virginia 
House  of  Delegates  on  June  3d  last.  The  notice  was 
accompanied  by  a  good  picture  of  Professor  Hart  and 
included  a  brief,  but  interesting,  statement  of  the  pro- 
fessor's antecedents  and  career.  We  quote:  "Dr.  Hart 
is  the  son  of  John  H.  Hart,  a  member  of  Stonewall  Jack- 
son's original  Brigade,  and  was  educated  at  Washington 
and  Lee,  Harvard  and  Columbia  Universities.  Author  of 
numerous  biographical  and  historical  articles,  he  is  also 
professor  of  History  of  the  Extension  Division  of  the 
University  of  Virginia.  He  was  a  commissioned  officer  in 
the  Eightieth  Division  during  the  World  War." 
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COMMENCEMENT  JUNE  2-4,  1940 


Sunday,  June  2d 

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was  preached  in  College 
Church  by  Rev.  W.  Taliaferro  Thompson,  D.  D.,  of  the 
faculty  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  \  a. 

The  speaker  based  his  sermon  on  Proverbs  4:23,  "Keep 
thy  heart  with  all  diligence  for  out  of  it  are  the  issues  of 
life,"  and  Psalm  27:14,  "Wait  on  the  Lord:  be  of  good 
courage,  and  He  shall  strengthen  thine  heart  ..." 

Speaking  directly  to  the  graduating  class,  Doctor 
Thompson  reminded  them  that  religion  is  not  an  opiate, 
but  a  spur;  that  affliction  colors  life,  but  one  may  choose 
the  colors;  that  much  of  criticism  is  bitter,  but  one  must 
live  superior  to  the  critics.  He  said  that  young  Christians 
must  beware  of  the  influence  of  the  group;  that  sometimes 
one's  supposed  friends  ma)'  lead  down.  He  warned  the 
seniors  that  "only  you  can  hurt  yourself.  Persons  can- 
not touch  you.  The  citadel  of  your  spirit  cannot  be 
captured  from  without.  It  can  only  be  captured  as  you 
surrender  your  will  from  within." 

"In  this  world  great  and  terrible  winds  are  blowing," 
said  the  minister.  "We  cannot  temper  the  winds,  but 
we  can  strengthen  the  roots  of  our  faith  as  we  remember 
that  beauty  and  strength  develop  from  stress  and  strain. 
The  one  who  kept  his  own  heart  can  keep  ours.  By  his 
grace  discouragement,  bitterness,  and  rebellion  are 
driven  out.  He  indeed  strengthens  our  hearts."

While  it  was  regretted  that  the  Hon.  John  W.  Davis,  of 
New  York,  could  not  be  present  to  fulfill  his  engagement 
to  speak  on  alumni  day,  every  visiting  alumnus  and  other 
friends  of  the  college  were  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  hear 
President  Edgar  G.  Gammon  at  the  Alumni  celebration. 


The  chapel  was  well  filled  when  President  Roystcr  Lyle, 
of  the  General  Alumni  Association,  presented  Doctor 
Gammon.  Hampden-Sydney's  new  president  spoke  with 
clearness  and  vigor.  He  told  of  his  visits  to  the  Alumni 
chapters  from  New  York  to  Atlanta;  of  his  pleasure  in 
finding  these  Alumni  centers  in  such  well  organized  con- 
dition and  in  noting  the  enthusiasm  of  the  former  students 
for  their  Alma  Mater.  He  spoke  of  some  of  the  things  he 
had  learned  during  his  first  year  as  head  of  the  college, 
among  these  the  great  opportunity  for  an  institution  such 
as  Hampden-Sydney;  of  the  changed  attitude  toward 
small  Christian  colleges;  and  of  the  problem  of  financing 
non-state  institutions  of  small  endowment.  In  connection 
with  this  latter  observation  he  urged  upon  Alumni  who 
are  ministers,  elders,  and  deacons  the  necessity  of  having 
the  Synod  of  Virginia  do  more  financially  for  the  college. 
Doctor  Gammon  told  of  his  own  efforts  in  the  Synod  and 
of  his  plan  to  keep  hammering  away  on  this  vital  point. 
Among  other  of  his  plans,  he  set  forth  his  purpose  of 
making  the  student  body  as  selective  as  possible,  limiting 
it  to  400;  of  maintaining  an  adequate  faculty,  thinking 
not  so  much  of  a  man  with  a  degree,  but  a  man  of  charac- 
ter, culture,  and  love  of  teaching;  of  maintaining  high 
academic  standards;  and  of  striving  for  sanity  in  sports. 

For  the  students  Doctor  Gammon  called  for  a  balanced 
program  of  college  life.  He  stated  that  he  was  not  satisfied 
with  the  modern  methods  in  athletics,  especially  as  it 
centers  in  football,  and  that  the  college  must  work  for 
something  better.  He  wished  the  students  to  have  a  bal- 
anced social  life  in  the  midst  of  a  Christian  atmosphere. 
The  president  said  that  there  was  no  greater  word  than 
"Christian."  He  quoted  the  statement  of  Babcock  that 
"science  does  not  make  a  man's  hands  clean  nor  his  soul 
strong."  He  wished  above  all  else  that  the  men  of  the 
college  be  not  fanatics,  but  well-balanced  characters  de- 
serving the  title  of  Christian  gentlemen. 

Athletic  tokens  were  presented  the  senior  athletes  by 
the  Rev.  William  B.  Mcllwaine,  of  Alexandria,  Va.  The 
audience  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  speaker's  anecdotes  of 
his  own  college  days  and  his  entire  handling  of  this  difficult 
assignment,  honoring  the  "Senior  Tigers,"  was  excellent. 

The  luncheon  served  by  Mrs.  Lafayette  Huddleston  in 
the  college  dining  hall  was  declared  to  be  one  of  the  best 
in  many  years.  Happily,  the  "small  dining  room"  could 
be  used  for  the  "boys  of  naughty  naught"  and  some  of 
their  fellow  college  mates. 

The  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  was  held  in 
Bagby  Hall  and  while  the  actual  session  was  briefer  than 
usual,  enthusiasm  and  interest  were  evident.  This 
annual  gathering  of  the  general  association  was  preceded 
by  the  meeting  at  2:00  P.  M.  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  association  in  the  Alumni  Office  in  Morton  Hall. 

Generally  regarded  as  the  most  delightful  part  of  com- 
mencement, the  buffet  supper  by  the  ladies  of  the  faculty 
to  the  seniors,  their  parents,  and  the  Alumni,  was  unusually 
enjoyable  this  year.  The  weather  was  beautiful,  the  food 
delicious,  and  the  company  happy  and  gay.  President 
and  Mrs.  Gammon  headed  the  receiving  line  in  gracious 
fashion  and  they  had  the  cordial  assistance  of  members 
of  the  administration,  faculty,  board,  and  parents  of 
Senior  officers.

An  unusual  feature  of  the  commencement  exercises 
was  the  presentation  of  the  Draper  Camera  to  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution.  This  was  done  by  Dr.  Thomas  E. 
Gilmer,  head  of  the  department  of  Physics  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Doctor  Gilmer  gave  an  interesting  history  of  the 
famous  camera  and  paid  tribute  to  the  efforts  of  Howard 
C.  Cobbs,  '34,  who  succeeded  in  proving  that  the  camera 
being  loaned  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  was  the 
earliest  of  the  Draper  Cameras.  Mr.  Cobbs  was  prevented 
from  being  present  to  receive  the  camera  for  the  Insti- 
tution. 

The  address  to  the  graduates  was  made  by  T.  Catesby 
Jones,  '99,  of  New  York  City. 

President  Gammon  announced  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  had  conferred  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 
upon  Rev.  Francis  Augustus  Brown,  '01,  Hsouchoufu, 
China.  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  announced  that  George  L.  Walker,  '10,  had 
been  elected  to  the  faculty  and  that  Charles  A.  Bernier, 
'12.  in  addition  to  being  Director  of  Athletics  would  like- 
wise serve  as  executive  secretary  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Fund. 

Academic  degrees  were  conferred  on  the  Class  of  1940 
by  President  Edgar  G.  Gammon;  the  valedictory  address 
was  delivered  by  James  Brookes  Smith,  Jr.,  first  honours 
graduate;  the  College  Hymn  was  sung  by  the  graduating 
class;  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev. 
H.  S.  Edmunds,  D.  D.,  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.

FORTY-ONE  years  ago  I  sat  where  you  do  today.  Not 
one  of  you  can  look  upon  your  future  with  more  trepi- 
dation than  I  did  upon  mine.  Not  one  of  you  knows  less  of 
the  world  than  I  did.  However,  even  the  information  brought 
to  you  by  radio,  the  movies,  and  the  daily  press  has  not  made 
your  task  less  difficult  than  that  of  the  inexperienced  boys  of 
our  day.  Indeed,  you  face  a  world  where  the  way  is  less 
clear  than  it  was  in  1899,  and  where  men  are  less  sure  of 
what  they  want  to  be,  and  of  what  they  want  for  other  men. 
This  was  true  even  before  the  horrors  of  modern  war  stunned 
all  of  us  and  made  us  doubt  whether  civilization  can  survive. 
Nevertheless,  I  am  sure  from  my  own  experience  during  the 
last  war  and  at  this  time,  that  there  are  lessons  which  you 
have  learned  at  old  Hampden-Sydney  of  such  universal  ap- 
plication that  they  will  help  to  guide  you  on  your  way  through 
life,  no  matter  what  kind  of  life  5*011  may  be  called  upon  to 
lead,  and  no  matter  what  perils  you  may  face.  That  each  of 
5011  has  absorbed  into  his  mind  and  heart  the  certainty  that  he 
wishes  to  continue  to  live  through  life  as  a  free  man,  I  am 
sure.  That  no  matter  what  the  outcome  of  the  present 
struggle,  or  of  any  future  struggle  may  be,  each  of  you  will 
continue  to  defend  freedom,  I  am  sure.  It  would  not  be 
possible  to  spend  four  years  within  the  walls  of  this  old 
College  and  then  be  able  to  surrender  your  mind  and  will  to 
any  man. 

You  know  that  at  Red  Hill,  in  Charlotte  County,  a  few 
miles  from  this  place  lie  the  bones  of  the  man  who  said :  "Give 


me  liberty  or  give  me  death."  The  spirit  of  Patrick  Henry 
helped  to  found  this  College,  and  it  is  appropriate  that  his 
tomb  should  be  near  by.  It  is  right  that  his  spirit  should  be  a 
special  heritage  of  all  Hampden-Sydney  men — for  this  College 
was  born  under  the  spell  of  his  oratory,  and  he  had  a  hand  in 
its  foundation. 

In  1776,  the  Hanover  Presbytery  founded  Hampden- 
Sydney  Academy.  Thus  the  first  educational  institution  on 
this  site  came  into  being  during  the  same  year  that  the  Colonies 
declared  their  independence  of  England.  The  Presbytery 
placed  it  under  the  guidance  of  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith,  later 
president  of  Princeton,  who,  because  of  his  activity  in  raising 
funds  for  the  college,  should  be  considered  one  of  the  founders. 
When  Hampden-Sydney  College  was  incorporated,  1783,  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  had  been  made  a  reality  by  the 
victory  of  Yorktown,  which  had  occurred  two  years  before. 
The  same  freedom-loving  men  who  founded  the  Academy 
were  among  the  incorporators  of  the  College.  Again  Patrick 
Henry  played  an  important  part,  for  he  drafted  the  College 
charter.  Among  the  founders,  in  addition  to  Henry,  were 
James  Madison,  who  was  later  to  draft  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  Col.  Paul  Carrington,  Col.  William 
Cabell,  Sr.,  Nathaniel  Yenable,  the  Rev.  Archibald  McRobert 
and  Peter  Johnston,  Sr.,  who  gave  the  land  upon  which  the 
College  stands.  All  of  these  men  had  been  Academy  trustees 
before  they  became  charter  trustees,  and  all  of  them  did  their 
part  for  freedom  during  the  revolution.    Each  of  these  names

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is  a  clarion  call  to  Hampden-Sydney  men.  Their  liberty-loving 
fervor  caused  them  to  commemorate  in  the  name  of  this  Col- 
lege two  great  Englishmen  who  resisted  tyranny  in  different 
ways  and  at  a  critical  time  in  the  history  of  our  mother 
country — John  Hampden  and  Algernon  Sydney. 

Clarenden,  the  historian,  an  unsympathetic  contemporary  of 
John  Hampden,  depicts  him  as  a  crafty  person.  He  calls  him 
a  man  "of  the  most  discerning  spirit,  of  the  greatest  address 
and  insinuation  to  bring  anything  to  pass  which  he  desired, 
of  any  man  of  that  time,  and  who  laid  the  design  deepest. 
He  was  a  gentleman  of  a  good  extraction,  and  a  fair  fortune, 
who,  from  a  life  of  great  pleasure  and  license,  had  on  a  sudden 
retired  to  extraordinary  sobriety  and  strictness,  and  yet  re- 
tained his  usual  cheerfulness  and  affability  ;  which,  together 
with  the  opinion  of  his  wisdom  and  justice,  the  courage  he 
had  showed  in  opposing  the  ship-money,  raised  his  reputation 
to  a  very  great  height,  not  only  in  Buckinghamshire,  where 
he  lived,  but  generally  throughout  the  kingdom.  He  was  not 
a  man  of  many  words,  and  rarely  began  the  discourse,  or  made 
the  first  entrance  upon  any  business  that  was  assumed  ;  but  a 
very  weighty  speaker,  and  after  he  had  a  full  debate,  and 
observed  how  the  house  was  like  to  be  inclined,  took  up  the 
argument,  and  shortly,  and  clearly,  and  craftily,  so  stated  it, 
that  he  commonly  conducted  it  to  the  conclusion  he  desired  ; 
and  if  he  found  he  could  not  do  that,  he  was  never  without 
the  dexterity  to  divert  the  debate  to  another  time,  and  to 
prevent  the  determining  of  anything  in  the  negative,  which 
might  prove  inconvenient  in  the  future." 

In  contrast  to  Hampden,  Sydney  was  a  man  of  vigor  and 
at  times  of  violence.  At  the  end  of  the  parliamentary  period, 
Sydney  was  appointed  one  of  three  commissioners  to  bring 
about  peace  between  Denmark  and  Sweden.  The  other  com- 
missioners were  Admiral  Montague,  familiar  to  us  all  as 
Pepys'  "My  Lord,"  and  Whitelocke.  Whitelocke  refused  to 
accompany  the  commissioners  because  of  Sydney's  "overruling 
temper  and  height."  At  a  later  period  in  Sydney's  life,  when 
his  friends  were  seeking  a  pension  for  him  from  Louis  XIV, 
because  Sydney's  father  had  cut  off  his  allowance,  it  is  stated 
that  Louis  took  a  fancy  to  Sydney's  horse,  and  insisted  that 
Sydney  give  it  to  him.  Whereupon  Sydney  shot  the  beast, 
which  he  said  "was  born  a  free  creature,  had  served  a  free 
man,  and  should  not  be  mastered  by  a  king  of  slaves."  Because 
of  his  love  of  freedom,  and  this  violence  of  temper,  Sydney 
spent  much  of  his  life  in  exile.  He  was,  however,  always  the 
champion  of  liberty,  and  his  vigorous  defense  against  an  illegal 
indictment  for  treason  on  a  trumped-up  charge  engineered 
by  Bloody  Jeffreys  has  imbedded  in  Anglo-Saxon  minds  hatred 
for  illegal  search,  for  arbitrary  action  by  constituted  authority 
in  refusing  benefit  of  counsel  to  those  indicted  for  any  crime, 
for  hearsay  evidence,  and  for  the  testimony  of  informers. 
Sydney  was  beheaded,  after  a  valiant  defense  conducted  by 
himself.  The  founders  of  this  College  honored  his  name  so 
that  you  might  be  constantly  reminded  that  the  loss  of  that 
head  had  not  been  in  vain. 

Although  Hampden  and  Sydney  rendered  their  principal 
services  to  liberty  at  different  periods  in  English  history,  their 
careers  overlapped  during  the  Parliamentary  wars.  There 
Hampden  had  a  regiment,  and  while  serving  under  Essex  he 
received  his  death  wound  at  Oxford.  He  had  hastily  gathered 
a  troop,  his  own  regiment  not  being  at  hand,  and  led  it  into 
action  against  Prince  Rupert.  During  the  melee  he  was  seen 
to  ride  off  the  field  with  his  head  down,  a  mortally  wounded 
man.  A  year  after  the  death  of  Hampden,  Sydney,  then  a 
stripling  of  twenty-two  years,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel,   charged   at   the   head   of   his   regiment   at   Marston 


Moore.  He  also  received  a  wound  and  was  rescued  with 
difficulty.  Thus  both  of  these  men  shed  their  blood  for  liberty 
almost  at  the  same  time.  It  was  natural  that  the  founders  of 
this  college  who  had  just  come  through  our  revolution  were 
drawn  toward  them. 

Whether  or  not  you  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  conscious 
of  the  fact  that  of  all  American  colleges  it  was  unreservedly 
dedicated  to  liberty  by  men  who  had  inspired  the  struggle  for 
liberty  in  this  country,  who  had  carried  through  that  struggle 
successfully,  and  by  the  man  who  later  placed  the  fruits  of 
that  struggle  in  the  enduring  form  on  the  Constitution  of  the 
L  nited  States,  I  do  not  know.  I  am  certain,  however,  that  you 
cannot  leave  this  place  without  some  realization  that  both  the 
men  who  founded  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  the  men  who 
have  guided  it  since,  have  never  forgotten  that  Hampden  had 
a  classical  training.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Magdalen  College, 
Oxford,  and  read  law  as  a  student  of  the  Inner  Temple.  The 
presidents  and  trustees  of  this  College  have  clung  to  the 
idea  that  a  study  of  the  classics  was  the  best  means  of  preparing 
a  student  to  become  a  man  of  culture  and  to  acquire  wisdom, 
and  by  that  means  learn  to  become  a  defender  of  the  liberty 
which  they  had  won  for  themselves  and  their  descendants. 
These  men  never  forgot  that  we  live  by  culture  and  that  the 
wisdom  of  the  ancients  must  be  heeded  if  chaos  is  to  be  avoided. 
Whatever  our  own  contributions  may  be,  if  they  are  untem- 
pered  by  tradition,  we  may  soon  find  ourselves  in  strange 
fields,  without  signposts  or  other  guides.  They  knew  that 
although  artificial  ideas  may  be  brought  to  flower  in  academic 
atmosphere,  such  ideas  have  no  more  sturdiness  than  plants 
produced  under  glass.  To  the  thoroughness  of  Hampden  they 
wished  to  add  the  impetuosity  of  Sydney,  under  the  belief 
that  independence  of  spirit,  manifested  with  fire,  was  essential 
for  the  growth  of  freedom. 

Because  my  knowledge  is  secondhand,  I  shall  only  mention 
a  few  of  the  men  who  established  it  as  a  temple  of  freedom 
and  who  carried  on  the  work  of  this  College  immediately  after 
its  foundation,  such  as  John  Blair  Smith,  the  first  president 
of  the  College,  Jonathan  P.  Cushing,  John  Holt  Rice,  Archi- 
bald Alexander  and  John  William  Draper.  Draper's  achieve- 
ment in  making  at  Hampden-Sydney  the  first  "fast  action" 
camera  has  now  been  finally  established.  The  men  I  wish  to 
call  to  your  attention  are  those  who  held  aloft  its  ideals  while 
I  was  a  student  here.  It  was  fortunate  for  this  College  that 
these  men  were  close  to  the  earth  and  that  they  looked  for 
sustenance  to  their  own  meagre  means,  and  not  to  those  of 
some  benefactor.  They  were  poor.  The  president  received  a 
salary  of  only  $2,000  a  year  and  a  house,  and  the  other  pro- 
fessors $1,200  a  year  and  a  house.  We  students,  for  tuition 
and  all  expenses  of  every  kind,  got  on  with  $350  a  year  as  the 
outside  figure,  and  most  of  us  with  considerably  less.  In  the 
jargon  of  today,  our  professors  and  we,  their  students,  would 
have  been  dubbed  "underprivileged."  We  thank  God  that 
that  word  was  not  in  our  vocabulary  and  that,  poor  as  we 
were,  it  never  occurred  to  us  that  we  could  achieve  anything 
worth  while  by  envy,  or  by  comparing  our  lot  with  those  who 
were  more  fortunate  than  we  were.  We  knew  that  we  could 
achieve  only  by  character  and  work.  It  was  our  privilege  to 
run  the  gamut  of  worthy  character  from  the  wary  Hampden 
to  the  impetuous  Sydney  ;  but  we  knew  that  we  had  to  work 
for  that  privilege.  The  thought  never  crossed  our  minds  that 
anyone  would  hand  anything  to  us  on  a  silver  platter,  or  other- 
wise. Although  the  Civil  War  then  was  definitely  of  the  past, 
here  at  Hampden-Sydney  we  had  visible  evidence  of  its  desola- 
tion and  of  the  grandeur  of  the  men  who  had  met  the  perils  of 
that  struggle  and  its  aftermath.   Appomattox  was  at  our  door ; 
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and  from  our  parents'  lips  we  had  heard  of  thr  burning  of  the 
bridge  at  Farmville,  of  the  hasty  and  heart-rending  retreat  of 

Lee's  starving  army  across  that  bridge,  of  their  last  valiant 
effort  to  carry  on,  and  of  their  ultimate  surrender. 

Dr.  Richard  Melhvaine,  President  of  this  College  for 
many  years,  had  been  reared  in  a  home  where  he  had  everj 
comfort.  He  had  been  educated  at  the  best  institutions  in 
America,  and  at  Edinburgh  University.  1  lis  career  began  with 
every  promise  that  it  would  be  that  of  a  scholar  who  need 
never  suffer  because  of  lack  of  comforts  of  this  life.  The  war 
destroyed  all  his  fortune,  and  instead  of  fine  raiment,  he  wore 
clothing  oftentimes  green  with  age;  instead  of  abundance,  he 
was  forced  to  make  the  little  he  had  go  a  long  way.  But  he 
never  faltered  ;  he  never  compromised  ;  he  never  complained, 
and  he  expected  the  same  Spartan  behaviour  from  us.  He  could 
not  abide  evil  or  injustice.  In  expressing  his  disapproval  he 
emulated  Sydney,  rather  than  Hampden.  To  witness  the 
range  of  his  spirit  should  have  made  us  youngsters,  for  we  were 
in  our  'teens  and  he  was  approaching  eighty  years  of  age, 
realize  then  and  there  that  we  were  in  company  with  a  grand 
old  man.  He  made  not  the  slightest  effort  to  obtain  our  ap- 
proval, or  to  take  advantage  of  the  customary  arts  to  hide  his 
feelings,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  knew  he  was 
subjecting  himself  to  the  arrogant  judgment  of  youth.  As  one 
of  that  arrogant  group,  I  now  pay  him  honor,  and  confess 
that,  since  the  years  have  gone  by,  the  nobility  of  his  character 
has  grown  in  my  mind,  and  I  have  said  to  myself  time  and 
again  that  there  was  in  truth  an  Israelite  in  whom  there  was 
no  guile.  He  was  a  living  example  of  the  fighting  and  im- 
petuous Algernon  Sydney. 

Then  there  was  that  dear  man,  Professor  Brock,  the  father 
of  Irving  and  Bob,  who  was  so  gentle,  and  who  had  such  a 
great  love  for  the  classics.  With  a  profound  knowledge  of 
Hellenic  culture,  and  its  handmaiden,  Gallic  literature,  which 
most  of  us  were  barely  able  to  glimpse,  he  stood  among  bar- 
barians. Nevertheless,  he  gave  us  of  its  inspiration.  Today 
there  remains  in  my  mind  the  vision  of  Nausicaa  running  on 
the  beach.  He  implanted  this  image  in  my  mind,  and  I  owe  it 
to  him,  and  not  to  Homer;  because  I  permitted  the  difficulties 
of  Greek  to  reduce  me  to  a  sluggard  so  that  I  put  forth  but 
slight  effort  in  attempting  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the 
language.  Like  most  youths,  I  deluded  myself  into  the  belief 
that  somehow,  some  day,  I  should  be  able  to  appreciate  beauty. 
As  years  have  passed,  I  have  become  almost  each  day  more 
conscious  of  how  mistaken  is  that  idea,  and  that  it  is  false  to 
believe  that  beauty  may  be  seen  by  merely  opening  one's  eyes. 
The  capacity  to  appreciate  beauty  must  be  worked  for.  The 
difficulties  to  be  overcome  to  accomplish  that  capacity  are 
many.  To  be  a  true  amateur  one  must  be  stouthearted ;  and 
to  enjoy  and  make  beauty  a  part  of  one's  life,  one  must  be 
sure  of  one's  judgments,  and  courageous  in  their  defense.  One 
must  work  to  be  able  to  keep  one's  eyes  on  the  stars ;  one  must 
study  to  be  able  to  keep  one's  ears  attuned  to  noble  music  ; 
and  one  must  become  sure  of  one's  ground  to  be  able  to  refuse 
to  compromise  when  giving  judgment  as  to  what  touches  one's 
soul. 

And  when  I  speak  of  Jim  Thornton,  who  was  the  embodi- 
ment of  precision  and  the  mathematical  formula,  there  comes 
to  mv  mind  the  well-worn  saying  that  mathematics  is  the 
language  of  the  Gods.  He  truly  let  his  communication  be  yea, 
yea,  and  nay,  nay.  He  was  convinced  that  whatsoever  is  more 
than  what  could  be  expressed  in  the  language  of  mathematics, 
cometh  of  evil.  He  left  with  me  a  reverence  for  the  abstract 
which  abides  with  me  today,  and  shall  ever  continue  to  purify 
my  mind.   It  has  even  led  me  into  collecting  abstract  paintings 


and  to  rejoicing  in  harmonious  order  with  a  compass,  small,  it 
is  true,  hut  which  i>  pure,  and  order  uncontaminated  by  ex- 
traneous things.  Need  I  add  that  it  is  the  pure  in  heart  who 
maintain  freedom  when  all  others  have  given  up  the  fight? 
Trulj   thej  shall  see  (  iod. 

Perhaps  the  voice  oi  George  Denn}  can  still  be  heard  here 
shouting:  "Watch  your  tenses."  As  1  walk  about  this  place  I 
heai'  again  my  companions  with  voices  emulating  that  of 
Dennj  chanting  that  popular  ditty  of  the  ancients :  "Cras  amet 
(jiii  numquam  atnavit;  quique  amavit  eras  amet."  He  even  got 
some  of  the  wisdom  of  Horace  into  our  heads,  and  drilled  us  so 
thoroughly  that  even  a  poor  Latin  scholar,  such  as  I  was,  still 
remembers : 

"Qui  fit,  Maecenas,  ui  nemo,  quern  sibi  sortem 
Seu  ratio  dederit  sen  fors  obiecerit,  ilia 
Contentus  vivat .  laudet  diversa  sequentis? 
O  fortunati  Mercatores!'  "     etc. 

About  the  time  of  our  graduation,  George  Denny  left  us  for 
wider  fields,  where  lie  became  a  distinguished  and  able  ad- 
ministrator. But  we  knew  him  as  an  unsurpassed  Latin  drill- 
master.  He  loved  Horatian  meters,  and  he  could  make  them 
sing  for  the  dullest  ear.  I  know,  because  in  all  my  life  I  have 
never  been  able  to  carry  a  tune,  and  he  made  them  sing  for 
me.  He  did  us  the  inestimable  service  of  making  us  realize 
that  the  classics  were  full  of  wisdom,  and  that  there  was  a 
necessary  conviction  in  the  words  of  Terence:  "Homo  sum; 
humani  nihil  a  me  alienum  puto."  As  time  has  gone  by,  I  have 
appreciated  that  without  this  conviction  there  could  not  be  a 
love  of  freedom  in  any  man's  soul. 

Dr.  Melhvaine  never  let  us  run  away  with  the  idea  that 
the  common  sense  of  the  Romans  was  all  that  was  needed  for 
the  good  life.  He  recalled  that  through  St.  Augustine  we  in- 
herited the  pagan  virtues — prudence,  temperance,  courage  and 
justice,  and  that  through  him  also  we  learned  to  temper  those 
virtues  with  the  Christian  virtues — faith,  hope  and  charity. 
Thus  George  Denny,  with  his  drillmaster's  voice,  gave  us 
material  which  Dr.  Melhvaine  wrought  into  stuff  which  we 
call  character. 

I  have  left  to  the  last  a  mention  of  Dr.  Bagby.  Of  the  men 
whom  I  knew,  he  will,  perhaps,  be  best  remembered  by  you, 
because  he  was  nearest  to  you  in  point  of  time  and  influence. 
Dr.  Bagby  taught  us  the  rudiments  of  true  science.  In  those 
days,  as  I  have  said  before,  we  were  very  poor ;  we  had  little 
apparatus  necessary  for  scientific  experiment ;  hence,  our  ex- 
periments were  most  limited.  We  depended  upon  Dr.  Bagby 
to  show  us  what  he  could,  rather  than  to  see  the  facts  unfold 
during  the  course  of  experiments  which  we  performed  our- 
selves. Both  he  and  we  realized  that  this  was  our  loss.  Never- 
theless, in  the  'nineties  he  showed  us  the  marvels  of  the  X-ray, 
and  he  demonstrated  to  us  the  wireless.  He  kept  us  abreast  of 
the  times.  But  he  did  not  let  us  off  easily.  He  made  us  cal- 
culate the  penetration  of  a  projectile  fired  from  a  high- 
powered  rifle  into  a  steel  plate ;  he  made  us  master  the  mathe- 
matics which  underlie  physics.  He  gave  us  a  deep  reverence 
for  Newton,  even  for  his  molecular  theory  of  light,  which  at 
that  time  was  in  the  discard.  He  stimulated  our  minds  to 
appreciate  the  principles  of  physics  as  announced  by  Faraday, 
Kelvin  and  Maxwell,  and  their  wave  theory  of  light.  He 
made  us  conscious  that  we  lived  in  a  world  where  the  scientific 
method  was  unlocking  the  secrets  of  nature.  He  made  us 
believe  that  science  held  the  key  to  truth,  and  that  no  fact 
should  be  accepted  unless  tested  by  the  scientific  method.  With 
the  passage  of  time,  we  have  seen  a  reconciliation  of  Newton's 
ideas  with  those  of  later  physicists,  and  a  substitution  of  a 
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newer  and  more  profound  view  of  the  whole.  We  have  had 
driven  into  our  minds  that  discovery  is  but  a  by-product  of 
science,  and  that  the  great  gift  which  science  has  to  make  to 
human  kind  is  scientific  method — a  method  which  involves 
constant  questioning,  constant  testing ;  a  method  so  dependent 
upon  freedom  that  it  is  impossible  to  contemplate  its  practice 
other  than  by  free  men. 

Hampden-Sydney  of  today,  I  am  sure,  has  fully  lived  up  to 
its  traditions.  Even  in  these  hours  of  perplexity,  perils  and 
horrors  of  war,  the  form  of  education  which  existed  here  in 
m\  day  is  of  inestimable  value.  True,  that  type  of  education 
is  not  like  a  radio  beam  which  will  lead  to  a  designated  place. 
It  was  not  intended  to  be.  It  was  intended  to  build  character 
and  fit  men  for  life.  If  you  have  a  wide  acquaintance  with 
the  splendid  fellows  who  fly  our  airplanes,  you  know  that  it  is 
not  the  radio  beam  which  makes  for  safety  and  advancement, 
but  the  character  of  the  men  who  fly  the  planes. 

Of  the  recent  graduates,  I  shall  mention  only  a  few  known 
to  me.  There  is  J.  Leighton  Stuart,  President  of  Yen-Ching 
University,  Peking,  a  great  university  in  China,  where,  by 
emulating  the  methods  of  John  Hampden,  he  has  been  able 
to  offer  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  much  distressed  land  some 
of  the  benefits  of  freedom.  There  are  a  legion  of  professors 
in  various  colleges  and  universities.  Tom  Pete  Cross,  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  the  acknowledged  authority  on  Celtic 
languages;  Bob  Webb,  professor  of  Greek  at  the  University 
of  Virginia;  Hardy  Cross,  now  at  Yale,  with  a  nation-wide 
reputation  in  engineering;  Dr.  Edward  H.  Richardson,  of 
Johns  Hopkins.  Among  doctors,  in  addition  to  Richardson, 
there  are  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  who  has  found  time  dur- 
ing a  busy  practice  to  write  a  history  of  medicine  in  Colonial 
Virginia,  and  Dr.  John  H.  Dunnington,  the  acknowledged 
leader  among  oculists.  J  here  have  been  numerous  judges — I 
need  mention  only  Judge  Daniel  Grinnan  and  Judge  Louis  S. 
Epes;  and  while  speaking  of  lawyers,  there  was  our  recently 
departed  friend,  the  Hon.  E.  Lee  Trinkle,  the  Governor  of 
this  State.  The  number  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  are  legion. 
We  have  our  new  president,  and  that  lovable  man,  who 
flourished  here  before  the  seminary  moved,  the  Rev.  T.  Cary 
Johnson,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilbur  Cosby  Bell,  of  my  time, 
whose  untimely  death  left  a  vacancy  at  the  Episcopal  Seminary 
at  Alexandria  which  can  never  be  filled.  Men  of  business  and 
successful  executives  are  also  present ;  for  there  are  Robert  E. 
Henry,  a  leader  in  the  textile  industry,  and  H.  Straughan 
Stokes,  a  leader  in  the  tobacco  industry.  As  for  original 
creation,  Robert  Porterrield  can  hold  his  own  with  the  best. 
He  is  the  director  of  the  Barter  Theatre  at  Abingdon,  Va. 
When  all  else  failed,  he  met  the  situation  produced  by  the 
depression  bv  exchanging  artistic  creation  for  what  the  country 
had  to  give. 

At  this  time,  when  we  are  witnessing  one  of  the  great  trials 
which  man  apparently  cannot  escape,  you  young  men  are  no 
doubt  questioning  the  type  of  education  you  have  received  at 
this  place.  In  answer  to  these  questions  I  submit  to  you  the 
admonition  which  St.  Paul  gave  to  young  Timothy: 

"Study  to  shcii'  thyself  approved  unto  Cod.  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

Indeed,  the  purpose  of  all  effort  is  summed  up  in  these 
words;  and  if  Hampden-Sydney  has  given  you  the  will  to  heed 
that  admonition,  it  has  fully  sustained  its  mission. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  gratification  at  the  inaugura- 
tion of  Dr.  Gammon  as  the  President  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
I  know  that  he  will  carry  on  the  work  of  his  predecessors  in 
the  tradition  which  has  made  this  College  respected  the  coun- 
try over,  and  which  has  given  it,  in  proportion  to  its  graduates, 


the  highest  rank  among  colleges  for  contributing  men  whose 
names  are  recorded  in  Who's  Who.  True,  as  Daniel  Webster 
said  of  Dartmouth  in  his  day,  it  is  a  small  college,  but  it  is  a 
college  which  has  done  a  noble  work,  and  under  the  guidance 
of  Dr.  Gammon  I  am  sure  it  will  continue  to  do  a  noble  work. 
When  you  go  out  into  the  world,  not  the  least  of  the  thoughts 
which  you  can  carry  away  from  this  place  are  these:  I  am 
a  graduate  of  no  mean  college;  and  I  have  been  given  by  this 
College  a  training  which  will  enable  me,  if  I  take  advantage 
of  that  training,  to  live  as  a  free  man,  and  when  freedom  is 
being  attacked,  to  thank  God  that  I  was  given  the  funda- 
mentals by  this  College  which  will  enable  me  by  diligence  and 
determination  to  become  a  champion  of  liberty.  We  of  the 
older  generation  do  not  doubt  that  you  will  meet  this  difficult 
task  which  the  present  day  lays  upon  you. 

President  Gammon  to  the  Graduates 

FOR  me  this  occasion  has  peculiar  distinction:  The 
Class  of  1940  is  the  first  on  which  I  have  the  pleasure 
of  conferring  degrees.  We  have  gone  through  this  session 
together  and  while  our  opportunities  to  know  one  another 
well  have  been  limited  on  account  of  my  having  to  be 
away  from  the  campus  so  much  of  the  time.  I  have  come 
to  admire  the  fine  qualities  of  this  class.  As  you  go  forth 
today  you  bear  with  you  our  admiration,  our  interest,  our 
affection.  While  you  will  exhibit  that  modesty  for  which 
our  graduates  are  noted,  at  the  same  time  you  can  feel 
confidence  because  of  the  kind  of  education  you  have  re- 
ceived here.  It  is  a  sound  education  because  it  is  Christian. 
You  enter  a  rough  and  troubled  world,  but  you  have  equip- 
ment that  will  carry  you  through  fair  weather  or  foul. 

Some  of  \rou  may  recall  that  the  basis  of  one  of  myr  talks 
at  chapel  during  the  session  was  the  fifth  and  sixth  verses 
of  the  third  chapter  of  Proverbs.  I  would  now  leave  that 
passage  with  you  as  our  parting  message: 

"Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not 
unto  thine  own  understanding.  In  all  thy  ways  ack- 
nowledge Him,  and  He  shall  direct  thv  paths."

The  Class  of  1900  in  Retrospect 

UNQUESTIONABLY  the  prevailing  sentiment  of  the 
farewell  meeting  of  the  Class  of  Nineteen  Hundred 
was  the  determination  to  preserve  and  continue  the 
pleasant  associations  and  delightful  friendships  of  our 
four  years  together  in  College.  W?e  pledged  ourselves  to 
meet  often  and  not  to  wander  off  and  forget  as  so  many 
other  classes  had  done.  Yet,  in  spite  of  these  good  in- 
tentions, we  either  soon  forgot  each  other  and  our  Alma 
Mater  or  the  call  of  other  interests  drowned  our  good 
resolutions,  for  we  note  that  from  1910  to  1930  no  con- 
certed interest  was  shown  in  the  College  or  in  each  other 
by  the  Class  of  1900.  This  in  the  face  of  the  active  part 
we  had  in  the  College  life  from  '96  to  'oo. 

The  student  body  in  our  Freshman  year  was  112  of 
which  the  Class  of  1900  numbered  around  50.  At  our 
first  class  meeting  on  the  top  floor  of  4th  passage  Cushing

'we  had  a  free-for-all  fight  with  the  Sophomores  and 
ignominiously  routed  them.  From  that  time  on  for  four 
years  we  pretty  well  ran  the  College. 

There  was  real  college  sport  in  those  days,  the  same 
kind  President  Gammon  referred  to  in  his  admirable 
address  at  the  Alumni  celebration.  Of  the  15  members 
of  the  varsity  squad  of  1900,  12  were  of  the  graduating 
class  of  Naughty  Naught.  Those  seniors  had  never  heard 
of  subsidization  and  anything  like  modern  equipment  was 
equally  unknown,  but  this  lack  did  not  keep  the  play 
from  being  hard  and  spirited.  Men  got  hurt  but  no  one 
stopped  for  that  and  after  the  scrimmage  a  fellow  had  to 
dress  his  own  wounds  if  they  got  attended  to  at  all. 

Strange  that  a  class  that  had  been  so  active  should  seem 
to  have  lost  interest.  We  had  not  really  lost  interest — it 
was  only  dormant.  Greater  interest  has  been  shown  in 
the  past  ten  years  than  in  any  decade  since  graduation, 
due  in  part  to  the  excellent  work  of  our  efficient  secretary, 
George  L.  Walker,  in  organizing  the  Alumni  and  in 
arousing  their  interest  in  the  College,  and  due  even  more 
to  the  fact  that  time  not  only  does  not  dim  but  makes 
brighter  the  associations  of  more  than  four  decades  ago. 
As  proof  of  this,  during  the  past  year  culminating  in  our 
reunion  at  Commencement,  a  greater  number  of  the  class 
came  back  than  in  any  year  previous.  The  following  were 
present  at  either  or  both  Home-Coming  in  November  and 
Commencement  in  June:  W.  B.  Buford,  F.  M.  Eversole, 
T.  D.  Gilliam,  T.  J.  Goode,  Tom  Hooper,  Ray  A.  Moore, 
Michaux  Raine,  H.  S.  Stokes  and  J.  A.  Sydenstricker. 

Forty-four  years  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  work  and 
worry  and  disease  have  taken  much  that  we  had  in  1896; 
but  in  return  it  has  given  us  marvelous  compensation. 
Now  we  see  things  as  they  are.  Our  minds  do  not  need  to 
depend  on  theoretical  speculations  but  readily  recognize 
true  values  from  the  school  of  experience.  The  years 
cause  us  to  know  real  friends  and  their  value;  we  are  in 
a  position  to  realize  the  worth  of  Hampden-Sydney 
training;  and  we  rejoice  that  our  plastic  years  were  spent 
where  the  finest  and  most  solid  spiritual  values  were 
given  first  place.

They  will  now  rejoice  to 
hear  that  she  was  well  enough  to  be  out  tc  church  last 
Sunday  and  that  the  prospects  are  fairer  now  for  better 
health. 


Dr.  Wellford  Resigns 

LONG  pastorates  are  not  common  now-a-days.  The 
~j  "move-on"  idea  seems  to  have  taken  possession  of 
most  ministers — or  does  itoriginatewith  the  congregations? 
Five  or  six  years  seems  the  span  popularly  allotted  for  a 
term  of  service.  But  such  was  not  the  plan  of  pastor  or 
people  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Newport  News, 
Va. 

Forty-eight  years  ago,  fresh  from  the  Union  Theological 
Seminary  then  at  Hampden-Sydney,  the  Rev.  Edwin  T. 
Wellford,  1891,  assumed  charge  of  a  small  group  of 
Presbyterians  in  Newport  News.  On  May  5th  last,  he 
announced  to  the  congregation  that  the  time  had  come 
for  him  to  resign. 

During  the  long  years,  the  church  has  grown  to  be  one 
of  the  largest  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  and  the  good 
pastor  has  rendered  valiant  and  various  services  to 
Presbyterianism  in  the  State.  These  were  briefly  summa- 
rized by  a  writer  in  the  Christian  Observer  as  follows: 
"Dr.  Wellford  was  named  moderator  at  the  time  Norfolk 
Presbytery  was  established.  He  also  has  been  moderator 
several  times  since  and  has  served  at  different  times  on 
every  one  of  its  committees  and  many  of  its  commissions. 
He  has  also  more  than  once  been  moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  Virginia.  At  present  he  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  also  of  the 
Lynchburg  Presbyterian  Orphanage,  and  is  President  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond.  He  has  several  times  been  a  commissioner  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church.  He  has  served  in 
connection  with  the  Virginia  League  of  Moral  Forces. 
Also  at  various  times  he  has  served  on  prominent  com- 
mittees of  the  General  Assembly."  All  this  indicates  a 
life  of  usefulness  and  of  conscientious  effort  crowned  with 
abundant  success.  Sympathetic  and  kindly  he  has 
"rejoiced  with  those  that  did  rejoice  and  wept  with  those 
that  wept;"  he  has  seen  two  generations  of  young  people 
grow  to  maturity;  "the  work  of  the  Lord  has  prospered 
in  his  hands." 

Newport  News  will  miss  this  man  of  God,  and  members 
of  the  First  Church  for  a  time,  no  doubt,  will  feel  like 
sheep  without  a  shepherd.

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The  First  Photographic  Camera 

THE  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  May  5,  1940.  carried 
an  article  most  interesting  to  scientists  and  very 
important  to  Hampden-Sydney.  The  headlines  read: 
"Virginia  Professor  Put  Click  in  Photography  and  It  Has 
taken  a  Richmond  Minister  to  Establish  the  Claim  for 
Hampden-Sydney." 

It  is  hoped  that  this  article  may  be  published  in  full  in 
pamphlet  form.  It  reveals  a  phase  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
work  which  has  been  unknown  and  unstressed  in  the  past; 
and  proves  that  the  ante-bellum  South  was  more  interested 
in  Science  than  has  generally  been  supposed.  We  wish  it 
were  possible  to  publish  this  article.  It  would  be  much 
more  interesting  and  valuable  than  what  we  do  print;  but 
our  space  is  limited. 

In  the  dark  days  at  Hampden-Sydney  after  President 
Cushing's  death.  Dr.  John  William  Draper  for  three  years 
iis^()-3g)  filled  the  chair  of  Physical  Science.  Leaving 
Hampden-Sydney  he  became  the  first  Professor  of 
Chemistry  in  the  University  of  Xew  York.  While  at 
Hampden-Sydney  Dr.  Draper  was  working  on  the 
chemical  effects  of  light,  and  when  he  moved  to  New  York 
he  left  behind  some  of  the  appliances  with  which  he 
worked,  among  these  a  clumsy  old  box  camera  and  some 
plates.  In  1932,  Mr.  H.  C.  Cobbs,  a  student  of  the  college 
and  now  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  in  Richmond,  determined 
to  ascertain  the  facts  in  regard  to  Dr.  Draper's  connection 
with  this  camera  and  as  to  Hampden-Sydney's  claim  of 
being  the  place  where  modern  photography  was  born. 
Mr.  Cobbs  went  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Wash- 
ington and  there  found  letters  from  Dr.  Draper,  written 
in  1858,  extracts  from  which  we  quote  as  follows:  "I 
cannot  refrain  from  expressing  surprise  that  any  question 
should  arise  respecting  priority  in  taking  photographic 
portraits.  It  will  soon  be  20  years  since  /  took  the  first  one 
(italics  mine).  This  was  whilst  I  was  professor  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  in  \  irginia,  and  before  any- 
thing had  been  published  by  Daguerre." 

The  editor  wrote:  "\\  hen  the  old  box-shaped  camera — 
Draper's  first  love — was  set  down  in  its  permanent 
location  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution  last  week,  beside 
it  stood  a  happy  churchman  with  prematurely  gray  hair, 
student  and  ex-photographer,  relentless  searcher  of 
records  since  1932." 

''I  am  happv  that  the  job  is  over,"  said  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Cobbs. 

Dr.  H.  Tucker  Graham  Retires 

FOR  nine  years  (190S-17)  Dr.  H.  Tucker  Graham,  of 
the  Class  of  1886,  was  President  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College.  In  191 7  he  resigned  the  office  to  accept  a  call  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Florence, 
S.  C.  For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  valiantly 
fought  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil  in  the  city  of 
his  adoption.  He  was  a  faithful  soldier  of  the  Cross  and 
a  successful  one.  The  fact  that  during  the  years  of  his 
residence  in  Florence  he  has  received  into  his  church  1,130 
new  members  is  proof  of  the  fact  that  his  warfare  against 
the  world  and  the  devil  has  been  well  and  nobly  fought. 
If  we  can  judge  by  his  pictures  we  must  conclude  that  his 
struggles  against  the  attacks  of  flesh  have'  not  been 
altogether  victorious.  The  Tucker  blood  has  had  its  way 
and  the  good  Doctor's  figure  is  not  lithe  and  slender  as 


of  yore.    But,  as  George  Ramsey  (1878)  wrote  of  a  class- 
mate: 

"If  the  good  man's  girth's  extended, 
That's  just  proof  he's  been  well  fed." 

On  March  31st  last,  the  old  pastor's  formal  resignation 
of  his  pastorate  went  into  effect.  The  Church  and  the 
whole  City  of  Florence  united  to  show  affection  for  and 
appreciation  of  the  retiring  pastor.  One  of  his  Elders 
read  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Graham's  life  and  work.  Pastors 
of  the  City  spoke  of  H.  Tucker  Graham  as  pastor  and  as 
Presbyterian.  Other  gentlemen  paid  tribute  to  him  as 
citizen  of  Florence  and  as  friend.  An  affectionate  message 
from  the  Ministerial  Union  of  the  city  was  read. 

The  whole  city  seems  to  rejoice  that  Dr.  Graham  and 
his  good  wife  will  continue  to  reside  in  Florence;  for,  as 
the  editor  of  the  local  paper  writes:  "No  man  in  Florence 
is  more  revered  and  loved  than  Dr.  Graham,  who  has  won 
for  himself  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  all  the  citizens 
of  this  city." 

The  staff  of  The  Record  and  the  multitude  of  its 
readers  who  know  the  Grahams  join  with  the  City  of 
Florence  in  expressions  of  esteem  and  affection  and  in 
the  wish  that  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Graham  may  still  have  many 
vears  of  private  happiness  and  of  public  usefulness.

Dr.  F.  C.  Brown,  Moderator 

HIS  friends  and  fellow  alumni  will  be  glad  to  know 
that  Dr.  Frank  Chilton  Brown,  '09,  was  elected  to 
the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church,  when  the  Eightieth  General  Assembly  meeting 
in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  chose  him  as  moderator. 

Dr.  Brown  is  a  product  of  the  hill  country  of  West 
Virginia,  and  in  his  preparatory  work  had  the  advantage 
of  the  precept  and  example  of  that  man  of  God — the 
rock-ribbed  Calvinist — the  late  Rev.  M.  L.  Lacy,  D.  D. 
Well  prepared,  with  studious  habits,  and  with  fine  mental 
endowments,  the  young  student  graduated  in  three  years 
and  won  the  Bachelor's  and  the  Master's  degrees.  After 
some  experience  in  teaching,  the  next  step  was  the  course 
in  theology  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond 
where  he  received  the  B.  D.  degree  in  1914.  He  next 
took  a  course  in  the  United  Free  Church  College  in 
Glasgow,  Scotland,  at  the  same  time  acting  as  assistant 
pastor  of  the  Drummond  Memorial  Free  Church.  L'pon 
his  return  to  the  states,  full  of  enthusiasm  and  intel- 
lectually well  equipped,  he  entered  upon  his  pastoral  work 
in  his  native  state.  At  Logan  and  in  Charleston  he 
measured  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  situation.  Pastor 
of  the  Bream  Memorial  Church  in  Charleston  for  years, 
he  was  enabled  to  build  it  up  in  influence  and  numbers 
until  it  became  one  of  the  most  important  churches  in 
the  two  Virginias.  To  the  regret  of  a  large  circle  of  friends, 
a  few  years  ago,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Dallas,  Texas,  the  largest  church  in  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Assembly,  following  here  the 
Doctors  Anderson — father  and  son — under  whose  pas- 
toral care  the  church  had  been  accustomed  to  "a  feast  of 
fat  things."  Under  Dr.  Brown  the  church  has  prospered, 
and  in  recognition  of  his  work  and  of  his  worth  the 
Southern  Church  chose  him  to  guide  its  deliberations  and 
to  help  shape  its  policy  at  this  important  crisis  in  its 
history.

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Testimonial  Dinner  for  Doctor 
Samuel  E.  Osbourn,  '01 

THE  Parent-Teacher  Association  of  Germantown 
Academy,  Philadelphia,  gave,  on  May  7,  1940,  a 
Dinner  to  Samuel  E.  Osbourn.  '01,  upon  the  completion 
of  his  25th  year  as  Head  Master  of  that  famous  school, 
founded  in  1759. 

The  Philadelphia  papers  carried  an  account  of  the 
celebration,  at  which  220  were  present  to  do  honour  to 
Dr.  Osbourn.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Ford,  president  of  the 
Association,  presided.  Speeches  were  made  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Trustees,  the  mothers,  the  fathers,  the 
facultv,  and  students;  and  one  who  knows  Dr.  Osbourn 
writes  that  he  "made  a  beautiful  speech  of  thanks  for  the 
tribute  that  was  tendered  him,  but  of  course  in  his  usual 
modest  way."  At  the  close  of  the  dinner,  Dr.  Osbourn 
was  presented  with  a  handsome  humidor  and  pipe  rack 
containing  one  pipe  for  each  day  in  the  week,  and  suitably 
inscribed. 

''Sam"  Osbourn,  as  we  love  to  think  of  him  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney,  graduated  from  Shepherd  College  State 
Normal,  W.  Ya.,  in  1894,  taught  a  country  public  school 
for  three  years,  and  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  1897, 
graduating  in  1901  with  the  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  B.  S. 
He  then  taught  in  Fredericksburg,  Va.  (also  coaching  the 
football  team),  for  two  years,  when  he  entered  Princeton 
University,  where  he  took  his  M.  A.  in  1904.  His  next 
assignment  was  at  Lawrenceville,  where  he  taught  until 
1909.  That  fall  he  went  to  Tome,  and  after  one  year  was 
made  Head  Master  and  teacher  of  mathematics. 

Such  was  his  success  that  in  191 5  he  was  made  Head 
Master  of  historic  Germantown  Academy.  His  reputation 
has  steadily  grown,  until  now  he  is  nationally  known. 
In  1926  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  bestowed  an 
honorary  M.  A.  upon  him,  and  in  1930  his  Alma  Mater 
bestowed  an  LL.  D. 

Dr.  Ford  read  a  letter  of  congratulation  from  President 
Emeritus  Eggleston  to  Dr.  Osbourn,   in  which  he  said: 

"Twenty-five  years!  It  is  a  long  period,  but  in  this  instance  this 
period  of  time  represents  faithful,  devoted,  and  efficient  service  on  your 
part.  Such  is  the  opinion  of  those  with  whom  and  for  whom  you  have 
worked;  and  many  of  these  your  former  pupils,  who  now  rise  up  and 
thank  God  for  every  remembrance  of  you." 

An  editorial  in  the  May,  1940,  issue  of  the  Academy 
Monthly  pays  a  beautiful  and  affectionate  tribute,  and 
concludes  by  saying: 

"We  wish  we  could  show  him  all  our  esteem  and  affection,  but  we 
can  and  do  present  to  him  in  these  simple  words  our  thanks  for  the 
work  he  has  done  for  us  and  with  us  .  .  .  His  leadership  is,  in  a  single 
word,  an  inspiration.    May  we  do  him  homage  by  the  lives  we  live." 


The  Jongleurs 


HAMPDEN-SYDNEY'S  Jongleurs,  who  claim  for 
themselves  the  title  "Second  oldest  college  dramatic 
club  in  the  country,"  have  staged  four  plays  during 
the  past  session. 

Two  finished  productions  given  in  conjunction  with 
the  State  Teachers  College  of  Farmville  sustained  the 
Jongleur  tradition  of  giving  plays  as  good  as  those  of 
any  college  in  the  state.  These  were  J.  M.  Barrie's  Dear 
Brutus  and  Somerset  Maugham's  The  Circle. 

A  one-act  comedy,  French  Without  a  Master  served  as 
part  of  a  benefit  program  for  Worsham  High  School  last 


fall.   For    alumni     night     of    commencement     week    the 
Jongleurs  put  on  Lord  Dunsany"s  A  Night  at  an  Inn. 

It  is  interesting  that  while  undergraduate  actors  here 
carry  on  their  work  in  a  student  body  which  in  the  main 
lacks  dramatic  background,  a  noted  alumnus  of  the  col- 
lege who  himself  began  his  active  career  as  a  Hampden- 
Sydney  Jongleur,  Robert  Porterfield,  diffuses  the  in- 
fluence of  drama  in  the  state.

Death  of  Keith  Morton  Read 

KEITH  MORTON  READ,  Class  of  1900,  after  an 
illness  of  about  a  month,  died  at  his  home  near 
Savannah,  Ga.,  the  last  week  in  May.  While  in  atten- 
dance here  for  only  one  session,  he  made  a  place  for  him- 
self in  the  life  of  the  college  and  was  a  loyal  son  of  his 
alma  mater.  He  left  college  to  go  into  business  with  his 
kinsmen,  Isaac  Read,  Mayo  Read,  and  Abram  Read,  all 
Alumni  of  the  College  of  earlier  days. 

He  became  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Read  Phosphate 
Company  with  headquarters  in  New  York  City.  After  a 
number  of  years  this  office  was  transferred  to  Savannah, 
Ga.,  where  it  remained  until  a  few  years  ago,  when  the 
business  was  sold. 

Air.  Read  married  Miss  Yirginia  Rice,  of  Texas,  a 
young  woman  of  great  beauty  and  charm.  After  Mr. 
Read  moved  to  Savannah,  he  built  an  attractive  home 
with  spacious  grounds  just  outside  of  the  City,  which 
home  was  noted  for  its  hospitality.  His  only  son  was 
killed  in  an  automobile  accident  a  number  of  years  ago, 
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and  his  wife,  injured  in  a  similar  accident  some  years 
later,  died  from  injuries  received  at  that  time.  He  leaves 
surviving  him  two  daughters.  Mrs.  Richard  Herd  and 
Miss  Virginia  E.  Read,  of  Savannah,  Ga..  and   a  brother. 

He  was  deeply  interested  in  historical  matters  and  in 
acquiring  rare  and  beautiful  articles,  the  creations  of 
former  days.  He  had  a  most  valuable  collection  of  \  ir- 
giniana,  and  also  rare  papers,  manuscripts  and  books  per- 
taining to  the  State  of  Georgia.  These  were  his  hobbies. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  personal  charm,  a  delightful 
companion,  and  brilliant  conversationalist.  Generous,  fair. 
and  just  in  all  his  dealings,  courageous,  of  a  charming 
personality,  he  will  be  greatly  missed  by  those  to  whom 
he  had  endeared  himself. 


Rev.  C.  M.  Barrell 

TO  DIE  in  harness  is  much  to  be  desired:  but. 
nevertheless,  when  the  call  comes  suddenly  and  with- 
out warning  it  brings  a  peculiar  shock  to  surviving  friends. 
Thus  it  happened  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Barrell, 
for  thirty-seven  years  the  honored  pastor  of  the  Bucking- 
ham group  of  Presbyterian  Churches. 

In  the  performance  of  a  duty  assigned  him  by  West 
Hanover  Presbytery,  he  was  presiding  at  a  meeting  of  a 
Commission  in  connection  with  matters  concerning  a 
group  of  Churches  in  Cumberland  Count}-,  \  a.  While 
an  Elder  was  leading  in  prayer,  Mr.  Barrell  was  stricken, 
an  apoplectic  seizure  laid  him  low.  First  aid  was  rendered 
by  Dr.  C.  A.  Blanton,  the  beloved  physician  of  Richmond, 
and  the  patient  was  quickly  carried  to  the  hospital  in 
Farmville.  Everything  was  done  that  medical  science 
could  suggest;  but  the  good  man's  work  was  done,  and 
the  end  came  on  May  15,  1940. 

He  had  served  his  churches  faithfully  and  well,  and  the 
service  was  appreciated  to  the  full,  not  only  by  the 
members  of  his  own  flock  but  by  the  people  of  the  count}- 
at  large.  His  remains  were  laid  to  rest  at  "Variety  Shade," 
the  old  Bondurant  home. 

Mr.  Barrell's  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Judge  A.  S.  Hall, 
1 872.  She  with  a  daughter  and  four  sons  are  left.  Of 
these  sons,  three  are  graduates  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College.  To  the  bereaved  family  the  staff  of  the  Record 
extends  sincere  sympathy. 


Young  People's  Conference 

I^HE  Fourteenth  Annual  Young  People's  Conference 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Presbyteries  of  Roanoke 
and  West  Hanover  was  held  at  Hampden-Sydney,  June 
12-19,  1940.

In  the  list  of  class  leaders,  we  find  the  name  of 
Rev.  Howard  C.  Cobbs.  '34,  pastor  of  Forest  Hill  Church 
and  research  worker  to  whom  Hampden-Sydney  owes 
much.  Dr.  Lawrence  F.  Kinney,  '36,  was  head  of  the 
Post-Graduate  Department;  while  Dr.  W.  T.  Williams 
taught  "What  We  Believe."  The  organist  was  Xed  Craw- 
ley, '41. 


Captain  Carter  R.  Bishop's 
Ninety-First  Birthday 

THE  Class  of  1X70  contained  many  gifted  and  useful 
men.  The  last  issue  of  The  Record  reported  the 
death  of  Dr.  J.  E.  Booker,  honored  and  loved  by  a  wide 
circle  of  friends.  So  far  as  the  writer  knows.  Dr.  Booker's 
death  left  Capt.  Carter  R.  Bishop,  of  Petersburg,  \  a.. 
the  sole  survivor  of  this  goodly  class.  On  May  22,  1940. 
this  distinguished  gentleman,  a  graduate  of  seventy  years 
ago,  celebrated  his  ninety-first  birthday,  receiving  the 
congratulations  of  many  friends  from  far  and  near.  Until 
recently,  this  veteran  of  the  Confederacy  has  been  re- 
markable for  his  physical  vigor,  able  to  continue  his  busi- 
ness life,  active  in  the  affairs  of  his  city,  and  intensely 
interested  in  all  matters  connected  with  Veterans  of  the 
Confederacy  and  a  prominent  figure  at  all  reunions  of 
"the  boys  in  gray."  This  winter,  the  captain  has  been  in 
poor  health  and  for  a  time  was  a  patient  in  the  hospital. 
We  are  glad  to  be  informed  that  he  is  now  much  better; 
the  infirmities  of  the  flesh  still  bear  heavily,  but  he  is 
able  to  be  out  and  about  a  part  of  each  day. 

The  Record  hopes  that  the  improvement  may  con- 
tinue and  that  the  old  soldier  may  be  able  to  answer  at 
manv  another  roll  call. 


A  Commencement  Observation 

THE  first  year  under  the  administration  of  President 
Gammon  came  to  an  end  with  a  success  as  marked 
as  had  been  that  of  the  session  itself.  It  was  disappointing, 
however,  that  the  inauguration  of  Doctor  Gammon  had 
to  be  omitted.  At  the  last  moment,  Hon.  John  W.  Davis, 
former  Democratic  nominee  for  President  of  the  United 
States,  who  was  to  make  the  inauguration  address  was 
unable  to  come. 

Nevertheless,  the  largest  graduating  class  in  the 
history  of  the  College  had  the  very  great  good  fortune  to 
hear  from  Mr.  T.  Catesby  Jones,  Class  of  1900,  distin- 
guished maritime  lawyer  of  New  York,  an  able,  timely 
and  inspiring  address. 

On  alumni  day.  an  unusually  large  group  of  returning 
alumni  heard  from  President  Gammon  a  ringing  speech, 
giving  them  just  the  information  about  the  College 
which  was  needed.  He  showed  what  a  real  opportunity 
lay  ahead  and  how.  by  embracing  that  opportunity,  there 
was  assured  greater  achievement  and  fuller  usefulness 
for  the  College  in  the  years  that  are  to  come. 

The  entire  exercises,  beginning  on  Sunday  with  the 
finished  and  appropriate  baccalaureate  sermon  by  Doctor 
Taliaferro  Thompson,  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
and  ending  with  the  singing  of  "Alma  Mater"  by  the 
graduating  class  at  their  conclusion  on  Tuesday,  were  of 
a  high  order  of  excellence. 


President  Gammon  Honored

i\  sit}-  on  June  7,  1940,  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
was  conferred  upon  President  Edgar  G.  Gammon  in 
recognition  of  his  work  as  preacher  and  churchman,  and 
as  a  token  of  the  assurance  of  a  sister  institution  that 
success  will  crown  his  efforts  as  suide  of  youth  and 
college  administrator.

Mr.  Dunlap  was  a  distinguished  lawyer  of  Hinton, 
W.  Ya.,  whose  death  occurred  October  28,  1934.  This 
memorial  was  established  in  this  form  in  order  that 
"Sunday  by  Sunday,  year  in  and  year  out,  the  chimes 
shall  send  forth  the  call  to  worship — and  as  they  chime 
a  melody  amid  earth's  discordant  noises  they  shall 
challenge  us  lest  we  forget  God." 


Kearfott  Stone  Memorial  Award 

IN  :935  there  went  away  with  the  graduating  class  a  young 
man  who  had  left  a  very  deep  impress  upon  the  life  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  campus,  and  who  very  soon  fell  ill  and 
passed  away  in  the  October  following  his  graduation.  That 
young  man  was  Kearfott  Stone,  of  Roanoke,  Va. 

He  was  a  member  of  a  number  of  the  College  student 
organizations,  and  the  spirit  and  the  atmosphere  and  the 
functioning  of  each  of  these  were  all  the  better  because  of  his 
touch.  Perhaps  his  chief  love  was  the  Glee  Club,  in  which  he 
was  prominently  active  for  four  years  and  of  which  he  was 
the  president  during  his  senior  year.  In  this  position  of  leader- 
ship he  managed  the  affairs  of  the  club  with  great  skill  and 
constructive  ability,  and  it  was  in  recognition  of  his  outstand- 
ing service  in  administering  the  work  of  the  club  as  well  as 
in  other  fields  of  extra-curricular  activities,  that  he  was  elected 
to  membership  in  the  O.  D.  K.,  leadership  fraternity. 

Faithful  and  reliable  in  the  performance  of  routine  duty, 
never  giving  way  to  discouragement,  tactful  and  gracious  in 
soliciting  the  cooperation  of  others,  with  a  flawless  courtesy 
in  meeting  the  public,  he  gave  no  thought  to  his  own  personal 
success  but  to  the  success  of  the  Glee  Club  as  an  organization 
dedicated  to  music,  not  as  a  profession  but  as  a  recreation. 

Those  who  knew  him  will  remember  so  well  the  springing, 
frolicsome  walk;  the  contagious,  challenging  smile  that  dared 
those  whom  he  greeted  not  to  smile  back ;  the  boyish  glee 
which  sparkled  in  his  eye;  and  that  radiant  countenance 
through  which  he  would  toss  upon  friends  his  perennial,  re- 
freshing mirth.  One  could  not  escape  the  spell  of  his  lovable 
spirit  and  winsome  personality. 

It  is  a  thoughtful  and  befitting  act  on  the  part  of  his  parents, 
Doctor  and  Mrs.  Harry  B.  Stone,  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  to  estab- 
lish in  his  memory  an  annual  award,  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to 
that  member  of  the  Glee  Club  who  gives  evidence  of  the 
greatest  improvement  in  music  during  the  session — a  tangible 


shrine  at  which  students,  faculty,  and  friends  can  gather  on 
Commencement  occasions,  and  for  a  moment  pay  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  Kearfott  Stone,  one  of  Hampden-Sydnej  's  sons, 
who,  next  to  his  own  home  and  its  dear  ones,  loved  Alma 
Mater  best.  J.  B.  MASSEY.

General  W.  H.  Loving,  1823 

BAGBY'S  GENERAL  CATALOGUE  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  does  not  give  the  name  of  W.  H.  Loving. 
Morrison's  Dictionary'  of  Alumni  gives  only:  Loving, 
W.  H.,  1 821,  Nelson  County. 

Airs.  W.  M.  Sweeney,  of  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  has 
kindlyr  sent  to  Dr.  Eggleston  the  following  item,  which 
she  found  in  the  New  York  Public  Library.  It  is  from 
The  Brownsville,  Tenn.,  American  of  March  24,  i860: 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  General  W.  H.  Loving,  which 
occurred  at  half  past  nine  o'clock  on  Sunday  evening  the  18th  last. 

William  Hargrove  Loving  was  born  November  21,  1801,  in  Am- 
herst County,  now  Nelson  County,  Va.  He  was  educated  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College,  and  graduated  with  honours  of  the  institution 
in  1823.  He  studied  law  with  Major  James  Garland,  at  Lovingston, 
Nelson  County,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  his  native  State 
in  1824.  After  practicing  this  profession  two  years  with  marked 
success,  he  came  to  Brownsville  one  year  after  the  town  was  laid 
out,  and  has  resided  here  since  1826,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death 
the  oldest  citizen  of  the  place,  with  one  exception. 

In  1834  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Convention.  In  1835  he  was 
elected  Brigadier-General  and  stood  high  as  a  Military  Officer. 


Chapter  Meetings

Buchanan,  '11,  of  Waynesboro,  Va.  Doctor  Herman  Bell, 
head  of  the  Department  of  French  at  the  College,  was 
the  welcome  guest  of  the  Halifax  Chapter  in  their  meeting 
at  South  Boston,  April  26th.  President  Lyle  drove  over 
from  Danville  and  the  Halifax  men  heard  from  the  head 
of  the  Association  of  the  plans  of  the  organization.  The 
vote  of  this  Chapter  as  well  as  that  of  Lynchburg  and 
Petersburg  was  unanimous  for  the  Hampden-Syrdney 
Fund.  W.  S.  Lacy,  Jr.,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Rich- 
mond Chapter,  issued  attractive  invitations  for  an  outing 
of  his  Chapter  on  June  7th,  but  no  account  of  what  must 
have  been  a  delightful  occasion  has  been  received  to 
date.

Necrology 


Hon.  James  Richard  Young,  A.  B.,  1871,  died  April  25,  1937.  He  was 
one  of  our  oldest  alumni,  and  lone  prominent  in  the  business  circles  of 
Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Dr.  James  Morrison,  1891,  was  born  in  Rockbridge  County,  Va., 
November  2,  1871,  a  member  of  the  distinguished  Morrison  family  of 
the  Valley.  Aged  sixty-eight  years,  he  died  at  the  University  of  Virginia 
Hospital  on  May  15,  1940,  after  a  long  illness.  For  rrtany  years  he  had 
been  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  a  well-known  and  successful  specialist  in  the 
treatment  of  diseases  of  eye,  ear,  and  throat. 

On  May  20,  1940,  the  body  of  Ernest  Everett  Higgs,  '21,  was  found  in 
his  car  in  an  unfrequented  portion  of  an  orchard  four  miles  from  Staun- 
ton, Va.  His  death  had  probably  occurred  on  May  1.6th.  He  had  been 
in  ill  health  for  some  months.  He  was  born  July  8,  1899,  in  Charles- 
town,  W.  Va.,  but  had  made  his  home  for  twenty  years  in  Staunton, 
where  he  was  active  in  civic  and  church  matters  and  was  highly  respected 
by  all,  a  useful  citizen  and  a  consistent  Christian. 

Mrs.  Nellie  Christian  Jones  Clarke,  wife  of  Rev.  Otis  M.  Clarke,  '00, 
died  in  L'rbanna,  Va.,  May  27,  1940.  She  was  buried  in  the  family 
cemetery  near  Saluda. 

Samuel  Pride  Daniel,  A.  B.  (1883),  C.  E.  (U.  Va.)  died  at  his  home 
in  Drakes  Branch,  Va.,  June  7,  1940.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  the  late 
John  Daniel  of  "Ingleside, "  Charlotte  County,  Va.  In  his  early  life 
in  the  age  of  railroad  building,  he  was  actively  engaged  in  the  duties 
and  activities  of  his  profession.  For  some  years,  he  had  retired  and  lived 
in  the  quiet  of  his  home,  rendering  such  service  as  he  could  to  friends 
and  to  the  people  of  the  old  County  of  Charlotte.  His  wife  (nee  Guy) 
and  two  sons  survive  him.  Interment  was  made  in  the  old  Presbyterian 
Cemetery  of  Drake's  Branch. 

Chesney  Young,  '30,  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  died  May  18,  1938 
(reported  by  D.  L.  Cork,  Hampden-Sydney's  loyal  friend). 

Mrs.  Meta  Melville  Stockwell,  mother-in-law  of  George  A.  Lyle,  '21, 
died  in  Annapolis  March  9th,  last.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Rear  Admiral  George  Wallace  Melville,  U.  S.  N\,  noted  Arctic  Explorer 
and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Navy. 

Charles  Robert  Irving,  1897,  died  at  his  home  in  Amelia,  Va.,  May  3, 
1940.  His  wife,  before  her  marriage.  Miss  Sarah  J.  Hardaway,  died  in 
1923.    Lewis  H.,  1898,  and  Joseph  Kinkaid,  1905,  are  living  brothers. 

Rev.  Milton  Bennett  Lambdin,  '85,  died  in  Victoria,  Va.,  on  May  3, 
1940.  He  served  in  the  active  ministry  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  until 
1923.  Since  then  he  had  traveled  extensively  in  Syria,  Palestine,  and 
Egypt.  He  was  a  well-known  authority  on  matters  archaeological 
connected  with  Bible  lands  and  wrote  frequently  for  the  church  papers. 
In  1888,  Air.  Lambdin  married  Miss  Blanche  A.  Duffender  of  Alartins- 
burg.  She,  with  a  son  and  three  daughters,  survives  him.  One  of  their 
daughters  is  Mrs.  Harry  E.  Whaley,  wife  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Whaley  of  the 
Class  of  1912,  who  is  most  pleasantly  remembered  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Madison  Armistead,  '10,  died  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  May  17,  1940,  aged 
54  years.  He  left  a  wife,  three  sons  and  a  daughter.  Burial  sen-ices  were 
held  in  Farmville,  Va.,  on  May  18th. 

Manley  Morrison  Caldwell,  1882,  died  at  his  home  in  Roanoke,  Va., 
May  25,  1940.  He  was  born  in  Wytheville,  Va.,  January  4,  1861;  was 
a  graduate  of  the  Law  School  of  the  University  of  Virginia;  practiced 
law  for  a  time  in  Dallas,  Texas;  returned  to  Wytheville  and  became  a 
partner  of  Gen.  James  A.  Walker.  In  1906  he  went  to  the  growing  city 
of  Roanoke  and  was  head  of  the  law  firm  of  Caldwell,  Chaney  and  Loyd. 
At  college  he  was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Fraternity;  a 
good  student  and  useful  member  of  the  student  body.  He  married  in 
Wytheville,  in  1888,  Miss  Willie  Walker,  who  with  two  daughters  and 
a  son,  sun'ives.

Report  of  the  President  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association 

June  3,  1940 

The  alumni  of  all  colleges  have  been  more  interested  and  active  in 
recent  years  than  ever  before.  Hampden-Sydney's  alumni  are  no  ex- 
ception to  the  rule.  We  have  now  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  living 
alumni  we  have  ever  had — three  thousand  in  number,  well  organized 
into  twenty-three  active  chapters. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  attend  chapter  meetings  at  South  Boston, 
Halifax,  Hampden-Sydney.  Danville,  Richmond,  and  Orlando.  Florida. 
All  these  meetings  were  well  attended  and  those  present  showed  a 
personal  interest  in.  and  approval  of,  the  progressive  program  of  the 
present  administration.  Dr.  Gammon  has  availed  himself  of  every 
opportunity  of  attending  these  chapter  meetings  and  telling  the  alumni 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  college  and  the  plans  for  its  future.  He  has 
been  received  by  all  the  alumni  wherever  he  has  been  with  many  signs 
of  enthusiasm. 

We  regret  that  our  secretary,  Mr.  George  L.  Walker,  who  for  the  past 
twelve  years  has  rendered  such  splendid  service  to  our  association  and 
the  college,  has,  at  his  own  request,  given  up  the  greater  part  of  the 
alumni  work  to  become  a  member  of  the  college  faculty.  However,  I  am 
glad  to  announce  that  Mr.  Walker  will  continue  his  work  on  the  Rf.cord 
and  complete  the  supplement  to  the  alumni  catalogue,  which  is  proving 
to  be  a  most  tedious  and  arduous  job,  due  largely  to  the  lack  of  response 
on  the  part  of  our  alumni  for  the  requested  information.  The  success 
of  our  association  in  the  past  has  been  almost  entirely  due  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  Mr.  Walker  and  our  best  wishes  and  love  go  with  him  as  he 
enters  his  new  field  of  service  for  the  College. 

As  your  representative,  I  was  requested  to  meet  with  a  committee 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  to  work  out  plans  for  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Fund,  which  already  is  being  shaped  in  a  sound  and 
constructive  way,  and  will  be  put  into  operation  as  soon  as  possible. 
This  Fund  Committee  has  elected  Mr.  Charles  A.  Bernier  to  be  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  fund.  During  the  year  1  have  been  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney often  for  conferences  in  the  interest  of  the  Supplement  to 
the  Alumni  Catalogue,  the  Record,  alumni  dues,  and  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Fund. 

I  am  much  pleased  with  the  many  demonstrations  of  love  for  our 
honoured  alma  mater,  yet  I  am  convinced  that  Hampden-Sydney 
cannot  hold  her  position  with  other  institutions  of  learning  in  the  future, 
as  she  has  so  well  and  proudly  done  for  the  past  164  years,  unless  we,  as 
an  organized  group  of  loyal  sons,  feel  the  great  need  for  just  such  a 
college  as  ours,  and  support  it. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

(1)  That  we  work  with  the  college  administration  to  interest  and  select 
the  right  kind  of  boys  to  attend  Hampden-Sydney. 

(2)  That  we  continue  to  publish  the  Record  in  the  same  manner  as  we 
have  in  the  past. 

(3)  That  we  complete  the  Supplement  to  the  Alumni  Catalogue. 

(4)  That  we  support  the  Hampden-Sydney  Fund  with  our  work  and 
with  our  means. 


Report  of  the  Alumni  Secretary,  June  1, 
1939,  to  June  1,  1940 

I.  General 

Our  Association  this  year  has  been  most  fortunate  in  its  President. 
Mr.  I. vie  has  given  lavishly  of  his  time  and  his  means  in  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  Association.  He  has  made  frequent  visits  to  the  College 
to  confer  with  the  officials  here;  he  has  written  hundreds  of  letters  to 
stimulate  interest  among  the  alumni;  whenever  he  possibly  could  he  has 
visited  the  local  chapters;  and  in  season  and  out  of  season  he  has  kept 
Hampden-Sydney  in  his  mind  and  heart  and  published  abroad  good 
tidings  concerning  the  institution  so  dear  to  his  heart  and  ours.  Presi- 
dent Gammon  of  the  College  has  correctly  stated  the  matter  in  one  of 
his  Bulletins:  "Under  the  strong  leadership  of  Royster  Lyle  the  alumni 
are  maintaining  their  interest." 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  pay  tribute  to  the  invaluable  help 
and  inspiring  leadership  of  President  Gammon  among  the  alumni.  He 
has  responded  with  good  cheer  to  every  call  made  upon  him  and  he  has 
brought  to  the  alumni  the  very  messages  they  wish  to  hear  about  the 
College.   To  quote  from  an  editorial  in  the  April  Record: 

"President  Gammon  from  the  moment  he  assumed  the  presidency, 
recognized   the  importance  of  cultivating  the  Alumni,  knowing   them 


personally  and  bringing  the  College  before  them.  To  this  end,  he  has 
made  a  point  of  attending  any  of  theirgatherings,  large  or  small,  wherever 
held,  whenever  it  was  possible  to  do  so.  In  the  short  time  of  his  incum- 
bency, he  has  made  the  acquaintance  of  hundreds  of  former  students  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  in  and  out  of  the  State  .  .  .  Wherever 
President  Gammon  goes,  the  fine  impression  he  makes  is  acclaimed  on 
all  sides.  Under  his  leadership,  the  Alumni  are  convinced  that  Alma 
Mater  is  in  safe  hands,  and  the  future  of  the  College  full  of  promise." 

z.  Chapter  Meetings 

During  the  year,  twenty  out  of  the  twenty-three  chapters  have  held 
meetings.  A  total  of  twenty-seven  meetings  have  been  held.  In  many 
instances  the  meetings  have  had  the  largest  attendance  in  the  history  of 
the  local  chapter.  President  Gammon  has  attended  seventeen  of  these 
chapter  gatherings  and  in  every  case  he  has  expressed  his  gratification 
over  the  well-organized  condition  of  the  chapters  and  the  active  and 
devoted  interest  of  the  members.  The  fall,  winter,  and  spring  numbers 
of  the  Record  have  carried  the  glowing  accounts  from  the  secretaries 
of  the  various  chapters  over  the  visits  of  Doctor  Gammon. 

3.  New  Chapters 

Preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  to  form  new  chapters  in  the  fol- 
lowing places:  Baltimore,  the  Upper  Valley  of  Virginia,  Birmingham, 
Newport  News,  and  Columbia,  S.  C.  Alumni  in  these  several  centers 
are  planning  organization  meetings  this  fall. 

4.  Home-Coming 

Home-Coming  was  celebrated  on  November  25,  19^9.  This  was  one 
of  the  happiest  occasions  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  the  College.  Robert 
W.  Lawson,  '30,  made  a  capital  address;  the  team  in  the  presence  of 
several  hundred  alumni,  won  a  notable  victory  over  Randolph-Macon; 
and  the  Gammons  made  everyone  feel  welcome  with  their  gracious 
hospitality  at  "Middle  Court,"  the  President's  home. 

5.  The  Record 

Four  issues  of  our  quarterly.  The  Record,  have  been  sent  out  to  our 
alumni  and  to  certain  other  friends.  Upon  the  Secretary  has  devolved 
the  task  of  collecting  material  and  supervising  the  publishing  and  the 
mailing  of  the  journal.  Robert  K.  Brock,  our  indispensable  editor-in- 
chief,  has  won  merited  praise  for  his  stimulating  editorials  and  sketches. 
Professor  Whiting,  as  always,  has  given  hours  of  devoted  labor  and 
Doctor  Eggleston  is  invaluable  in  his  contributions  to  each  issue.  Dr. 
Allan's  articles  have  been  labeled  "classic"  and  Doctor  Bell  is  always 
rewarding  with  his  interesting  discoveries  among  the  ancient  documents 
in  the  Library. 

Our  own  men  think  well  of  their  journal  and  highest  praise  has  been 
given  it  by  others.  One,  competent  to  judge,  states  that  he  has  examined 
over  two  hundred  different  alumni  publications  and  that  he  considers 
The  Record  wrorthy  of  classification  all  to  itself. 

6.  Statistics 

Death  has  removed  thirty-six  of  our  Alumni  from  the  roster  of  3,000. 
Among  these  were  some  of  our  best  men:  Dr.  J.  E.  Booker,  Judge  Daniel 
Grinnan.  Governor  E.  Lee  Trinkle,  Judge  Robert  F.  Hutcheson, 
Dandridee  Spotswood,  Henrv  J.  Watkins,  Doctor  A.  A.  Little,  Hon. 
Hugh  A.  White. 

It  is  of  interest  to  mention  that  of  the  hundreds  of  men  Hampden- 
Sydney  sent  into  the  Confederate  armies,  only  three  survive:  John  L. 
Waring,  '6S;  William  H.  Taliaferro,  '69,  and  Carter  R.  Bishop,  '70.

New  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association 

(As  Adopted  by  the  Association,  June  3,  1940) 

CONSTITUTION 

I.  Purpose 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  organization  to  stimulate  fellowship  among  the 
Alumni  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

II.  Membership 

Any  person  who  has  been  a  matriculated  student,  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Faculty  or  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney,  or  has  been 
the  recipient  of  an  honorary  degree  from  the  College  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  organization. 

III.  Organization 

The  organization  shall  consist  of  a  number  of  chapters  with  five,  or 
more,  members  each.     Each  chapter  shall  elect  its  own  officers.     The 
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chapters  shall  be  named  from  their  locality  or  region.    A  city,  county, 
or  group  of  counties  may  organize  a  chapter. 

IV.  Officers 

The  Association  shall  elect  the  following  officers  annually — President, 
Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  fifteen  Alumni,  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Association,  for  a  period  of  four  years,  live  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  This  committee  serves  as  the  steering 
committee  of  the  Association.  It  holds  two  stated  meetings  a  year — 
one  in  the  fall,  the  other  at  Commencement. 

VI.  The  Hampdex-Sydxey  Fund 

The  Hampden-Sydney  Fund  is  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association. 
The  Fund  is  raised  and  administered  by  a  Committee  consisting  of  the 
President  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  President  of  the  College,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  two  alumni  chosen  by  the 
aforementioned  presidents.  This  Fund  Committee  shall  choose  an 
Executive  Secretary  and  such  other  officials  as  may  be  necessary  in 
the  administration  of  the  Fund.  The  Committee  shall  submit  a  report 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

VII.  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  shall  be  held 
during  Commencement  Week  and  the  Executive  Committee  shall  arrange 
the  business  and  social  program  for  the  Association. 

VIII.  Change  of  Constitution 

Any  change  in,  or  addition  to.  this  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  by 
the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  be  effective  when  approved  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  active  chapters  and  ratified  by  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Association. 

BY-LAWS 

I.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees,  composed  of 
one  or  more  persons  elected  annually  by  the  Executive  Committee  on 
the  nomination  of  the  President: 

1.  Committee  on  Association  Finances  and  Audit. 

2.  Committee  on  Memorials. 

3.  Committee  on  Class  Organizations. 

4..  Committee  on  Chapter  Organizations. 

5.  Committee  on  Alumni  Catalogue. 

6.  Committee  on  Alumni  Clubhouse  or  Inn. 

7.  Committee  on  Athletic  Fields  and  Golf  Grounds. 

S.  Committee  on  Buildings,  Grounds  and  Property  Development. 

IE  The  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  \  ice  President  shall  act  in  the  place  of  the 
President  in  his  absence. 

III.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  to  keep  records  of  its  acts.  He  likewise  serves  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Executive  Committee. 

IV.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  the  actual  duties  of  the  office  and 
keep  separate  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  as  directed  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  elect  the  editor  of  the  Record 
and  such  other  officers  and  assistants  as  may  be  necessary. 

VI.  These  By-Laws  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Association. 


Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  June  3,  1940 

The  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  was  held  at  three  p.  m.,  June  3,  1940,  in  Bagby  Hall,  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Va. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Royster  Lyle,  '17,  president  of  the 
Association.  The  Invocation  was  given  by  E.  T.  Wellford,  '91,  Newport 
News,  Va. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  President 
Lyle  gave  his  report  and  this  was  followed  by  the  reports  of  the  secre- 
tary, the  treasurer,  and  the  auditor.  The  treasurer  stated  that  there 
was  a  balance  of  $176.31.  This  officer  spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  zeal 
of  the  President  of  the  Association  in  discharging  the  duties  of  his 
office,  ranking  him  second  to  none  of  the  manv  with  whom  he  had  served 


during  the  past  thirty  years.    President  Gammon  likewise  spoke  of  the 
unusually  fine  services  of  Mr.  Lyle. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Association  had  been  thoroughly  revised;  had  been  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Association;  and  were  ready  for  the  action 
of  the  Association.  President  Lyle  stated  the  main  changes  that  had 
been  made  in  the  Constitution.  The  Xew  Constitution  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Association.

150th  Year  ' 

On  May  Sth  the  Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society  celebrated  its 
Sesquicentennial  Anniversary  with  a  special  broadcast  over  WRVA  of 
Richmond,  Va. 

William  G.  Walker,  of  Cumberland  C.  H.,  president  of  the  Society, 
acted  as  narrator  for  the  program  which  was  based  on  historical  meet- 
ings adapted  from  the  records  of  the  organization.  The  narration  was 
interspersed  with  a  dramatic  sequence  involving  a  visit  of  Patrick 
Henry  to  the  Campus  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  the  attitude  of  Virginians 
toward  slavery. 

The  script  for  the  program  was  prepared  by  Hoskins  M.  Sclater  of 
Roanoke,  former  president  of  the  Society,  and  T.  C.  Whitehouse,  of 
Pittsburgh,  who  acted  as  student  announcer.  Air.  Whitehouse  re- 
minded his  audience  of  the  air  that  the  Union-Philanthropic  Society 
is  the  second  oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States,  ranking  next  to  a 
similar  organization   at  Princeton   University.

Hampden-Sydney  Joins  in  Backing 
Conscription  Bill 

Presidents  and  representatives  of  22  men's  colleges  and  universities 
rated  unanimously  yesterday  to  support  the  Burke-Wadsworth  selec- 
tive training  and  service  bill  now  before  Congress. 

After  indorsing  the  compulsory  service  measure,  the  educators  voted 
Jt  a  conference  to  petition  the  War  and  Navy  Departments  to  extend 
R.  O.  T.  C.  and  Naval  Reserve  training  units  to  those  colleges  which  do 
lot  now  have  them  and  which  are  "qualified  and  ready  to  have  them." 

The  group  asked  that  college  men  be  shown  no  special  consideration 
jnder  the  compulsory  service  bill. 

The  group  agreed  that  colleges  and  universities  should  cooperate 
ictively  in  national  defense  preparations. 

The  conference  was  called  by  President  William  Mather  Lewis,  of 
^afayette  College,  Easton,  Pa.;  President  Robert  C.  Clothier,  of  Rutgers 
University,  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.;  President  Clement  C.  Williams,  of 
^ehigh  University,  Bethlehem,  Pa.;  and  President  Ralph  Cooper  Hutch- 
nson,  of  Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  Washington,  Pa.  Roanoke 
College  at  Salem,  Va.,  and  Hampden-Sydney  College  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Va.,  also  were  represented.

After  losing  by  graduation  last  year  such  stars  as 
Capt.  Craft,  Os  Finne,  Pink  Wood,  and  Vol  Campbell, 
the  most  sanguine  Tiger  did  not  expect  Coach  D.  R. 
Reveley's  track  team  to  win  another  championship,  but 
this  they  did — the  fifth  in  a  row!  The  Tigers  ran  away 
with  the  meet  which  is  annually  held  in  May,  at  Lynch- 
burg College  against  the  competition  of  that  institution, 
Bridgewater,  American  University,  and  Randolph-Macon. 
During  the  season  two  new  records  were  set  and  two  tied. 
Hoskins  Sclater  lowered  the  two-mile  from  Charlie  Ruff's 
10:34,  made  in  1934,  to  10:20  and  Charlie  Moser  sur- 
passed Emmet  Morrison's  mark  for  the  half-mile,  made 
in  1927,  bringing  the  latter's  2:6  to  his  own  2:4.8.  Both 
records  were  made  in  the  meet  with  \\  ake  Forest  there 
on  April  19th.  In  this  same  meet  Bill  Armes  tied  the  record 
for  the  440  of  32.2  made  by  J.  H.  Creecy  in  1923,  against 
Wake  Forest  in  a  contest  held  in  Death  Valley.  The 
other  equalled  record  was  that  made  by  Co-Captain 
Bobby  Trice  on  May  2d  in  a  home  meet  with  Lynchburg 
College.  Bobby  stepped  the  100-yard  dash  in  9.9  thereby 
tying  the  record  made  by  Captain  Flournoy  Shepperson 
two  years  ago.
